NEW YORK—(AP)—Gov. 


Adlai Stevenson coldly accus- 
ed the attackers of Gen. 
George C. Marshall today of 
hiding under a cloak of patri- 
otism which he called "the 
last refuge of scoundrels." 


The D e m o c r a t i c presidential 


nominee did not use any names but 
he left no doubt that one of the 
main targets of his bitter blast 
was Republican Sen. Joseph Mc- 
Carthy 
of 
Wisconsin—one-t I m e 


recipient of an American Legion 
award for Americanism. 


McCarthy has accused Marshall, 


fotmer secretary of state and for- 
mer secretary of defense, of being 
party to a plot against the security 
of his own country. 


Stevenson launched his surprise 


statement in a" speech written for 
.he American Legion convention 
meeting in Madison Square Gar- 
den, where GOP presidential nom- 
nee Dwight D. Eisenhower spoke 
only two days ago. 


Also, S t e v e n s o n figuratively 


wagged a* finger under the Le- 
gion's nose and told them he would 
not submit to any pressures from 
the Legion if he thought their de- 
mands were "excessive or in con- 
flict with the public interest."

Stevenson assailed communism 


as "the death of the soul" but ha 
added freedom of thought is being 
menaced by over-zealous patriots.

dom, justice and peace in the 
world. 


He told Legionnaires patriotism 
'is not short, frenzied outbursts of 
motion, 
but the tranquil and 


steady dedication of a lifetime." • 


Then in his first major drive for 


/otes in the East, Stevenson said 
here are men among us "who us* 
patriotism' as a club for attack, 
ng other Americans." 


He continued: "What can we say 
or the man who proclaims himself 
s. patriot—and then for political or 
personal reasons attacks the pa- 
rlotism of faithful public scrv- 
nts? 
"I give you, as * shocking ex- 
mple,, the attacks which have 
een made on the loyalty and the 


motives of our great wartime chief 


f staff, Gen. Marshall. 
"To me this is the type of 'pa- 


riotism' which is, in Dr. John- 
on's phrase, the last refuge of

pack, and an assignment to write 
scientific reports on some of their 
findings. 


The trio motored from Washing, 


ton to Watson Lake in the Yukon, 
where northern aviator C. C. F, 
Dalziel picked them up for the 
150-mile flight to their base camp 
at Glacier Lake, some 180 miles 
upstream from the mouth of the 
Nahanni River. The river is in the 
northwest territories and about 700

They started from Glacier Lake

Injured Early 


When they got going on foot, 


each carried a 75-pound pack with 
a rifle and other equipment. Shamp 
cracked a knee-cap and fractured 
a shoulder-blade soon after the 
start, but continued with the oth- 
ers. 


A few days later one rifle was 


damaged beyond repair on rocks, 
and the two others were put out of 
commission by continual damp- 
ness, leaving the explorers without 
arms to kill game for food.

In 25 days they walked 150 miles 


through tortuous country, but were 
only 50 miles from their starting

ers and once were trapped for two 
hours in a whirlpool. 


All Lose Weight 


They got back to base with "three 


meat bars, one pair of shoes 
among the three, one sleeping bag, 
a camera and film. The rest of 
heir equipment had been ruined 
>y rain or lost in raft upsets. All 
had lost a lot of weight—Shamp 


about 40 pounds, and the others 
about 20 pounds each.

Untried Sources Can Make Up Some 


of Lost Eastern Trade 


Recent events give us another quick peek at interna- 


tional trade, that mysterious, complicated and little: under- 
stood power source that helps make the world go found 


In recent actions in which he refused to raise import 


levies on certain foreign goods, President Truman let it be 
known that world trade is a two-way street. 
If we want to export, which we certainly do, we ye got 


to import. In other words, if we want other countries to 
•buy our goods, we've got to buy theirs. Otherwise they 
won't have the money to pay us for what we sel them. The 
outgoing President seems to make sense there.

It affects directly our trade with Europe and it magnifies 
greatly the good or bad effects of that trade. 


The new and disrupting factor is the drastic reduction 


of the normal flow of trade between Western Europe and 
the Iron Curtain countries. Generally speaking, that trade 
has consisted of raw materials being sold by the East to the 
West and manufactured products sold to the East by the 
West. 


As a result of the,East-West trade restrictions, many 
economic 
Western European countries are feeling a severe 
pinch. Austria, for instance, which before the war sold 40 
per cent of all its exports to Eastern Europe, now sells 
only from 15 to 20 per cent. A further drop would en- 
danger the country's economy. 


Ordinarily, when one big market dries up, a country 


-will look for alternate markets. 
Right now, the countries 


of Western Europe are looking at the United States, but 
they don't exactly like what they see. 


The feeling of a number of these countries is voiced by 


Giscard d'Eataing, chairman of the French National Com- 
mittee of the International Chamber of Commerce: 
". . . (The, United States) has set'up barriers within 


the free world which are incompatible with the will to ex- 
pand trade. The difficulty of obtaining supplies of certain 
relatively rare raw materials in Western Europe is due much 
less to the stoppage of East-West trade than to the para- 
doxical fact that the dollar zone does not wish to buy from 
Europe the articles which would give Europe the means of 
payment for raw materials from the dollar zone."

Part of the difficulty here is that the great majority of 


our exports are similar to what Western Europe has to sell 
—namely, manufactured goods. Another factor is our ef- 
fort to protect our own industries through import levies on 
foreign goods. 


The United States Council of the International Cham- 


ber of Commerce has recently completed an analysis of the 
present trade situation. 


It criticizes the U. S. government as having* "failed to 


provide a solution to this vexing problem of trade between 
the free nations and the countries behind the Iron Curtain." 
And it urges that "the basic assumptions on which current 
'United States policies on East-West trade are based need 
to be re-examined and revised." 


One important item to be considered here is the possi- 


. bility of opening up countries like North Africa to a trade 
which might compensate Western Europe for loss of her 
Eastern European markets. It already has been suggested 
by several Europeans leaders. And it should fit in well with 
our own Point Four program.

Treatment 011 Birthmark 
Is to Stop Flow of Blood 


Mrs. K. asks a number of ques- 


tions about birthmarks, and since 
there are few things which worry 
parents more than these skin de- 
fects on their children, the sub- 
ject is well worth discussing. 


Mrs. 
K. says, among other 


things, that she has heard of sev- 
eral methods - of having birth- 
marks removed, and wants to know 
which is the best and safest way. 


Unfortunately, this question can- 


not be given an absolute answer, 
since there are several kinds of 
birthmarks: and since birthmarks 
vary" in size and location the way 
in which they should be treated is 
influenced by all of these factors. 


Fortunately, "many birthmarks 


are so small, covered with hair, 
or placed In such-an inconspicu- 
ous part of the body that they do 
not require any treatment. 


Some birthmarks are made up 


of numerous tiny blood vessels in 
the skin. Such a "mark" is called 
a hemangioma. 


Some are level with the surface 


o fthe skin but hay* a dark pur 
pllsh color which fives them the 
common name of port wine mark. 


Others made up of blood vessels 


are raised above the skin level 
and are soft and spongy. These 
are 
called strawberry 
marks 


Thl* type may occur anywhere 
but It is particularly common 
around the lips or tongue. 


Another common 
variety 


)irthmark made up of blood ves- 
els is irregularly 
shaped and 


lightly raised. It is called a spi- 
der nevus because the blood ves- 
els at the center look 
like the 


body of a spider while the smaller 
nes passing outward resemble its 
egs. 
There are 
various ways of 


reating port wine nevus or bitth- 
marks, all aimed at closing off 
he blood vessels in them, so that 
>lood ceases to flow through. Car- 
bon dioxide' snow may be used for 
he small ones. 
• 


NEED DELICATE HANDLING 


These birthmarks require deli- 


cate handling, however, as there is 
some danger of leaving an abnor- 
mal skin after the port wine birth- 
mark has been destroyed. Radium 
treatment is

Grenz ray which is sometimes 
helpful. The same kinds of treat- 
ment can be considered for the 
strawberry mark, or the spider 
nevus. 


The proper treatment for a birth' 


mark depends on the location, the 
size, and the particular variety of 
the defect. What should or should 
not be done for a particular birth 
mark Is best decided by a physi 
cian who Is thoroughly 
familiar 


with all the factor* Involved.

BUFFALO. N. Y. —(AP)— John 


Foster Dulles rapped American 
foreign policy today as "suicidal" 
and proposed a plan to disintegrate 
"the empire of Soviet confirm- 
nism" from within. 


The Republican foreign policy 


adviser delivered his sharp attack 
in an address prepared for delivery 
before the American Political Scl 
ence Association. 


He called upon the United States 


to pay more attention to the peo- 
ples and problems of Asia, Africa 
and South America and to aban 
don as a failure its program of 
"containing" communism. 


"The empire of Soviet commu- 


nism can be disintegrated from 
within," Dulles said, adding: 


Over-Extended 


"Already it is over-extended,

could be cracked by passive re- 
sistance, slow-downs and non-co- 
operation. 


"That would happen if our nation 


would today exert the same type of 
influence in the world that we 
exerted during the first century of 
the republic. At that time we sym- 
bolized fredom, and we gave mor- 
al and sometimes material support 
to those elsewhere who sought 
liberty." 


The only alternative way to stop 


Soviet communism, he said, was 
by a "frightful head-on collision." 


He said the Soviets traditionally 


believed the "road to victory in 
the West" lay through Asia, par- 
ticularly China, and that non-West- 
ern and non-white peoples could 
not be treated as "second-class ex- 
pendables" if the West wanted to 
survive in a free world. 


Wrong Policy 


The chief architect of the Japa- 


nese Peace Treaty said present 
foreign policy involved "race dis- 
crimination on a global scale" by 
concentrating on the defense of 
predominantly white Western Eur- 
ope. 


"That Is a wrong policy and, in 


the faca of the Soviet program of 


encirclement, it is a suicidal poli- 
cy," he said.

And 
I should tell you now, as I would 
tell all other organized groups, that 
I intend to resist pressures from 
veterans, too, if I think their de- 
mands are excessive or in conflict 
with the public interest, which 
must always be the paramount in- 
terest." 


"Let me suggest, incidentally,

If we were all 
to claim a special reward for our 
service, beyond that to which spe- 
cific disability or sacrifice has 
created a just claim, who would 
be left to pay?" 


On freedom of the mind, Steven- 


son said: "The anatomy of pa-
